The corn was nearly all 
destroyed August wak^more cheer 
less than the monihs th^t bad pro- 
ceded. Ice was ' formed half an 
inch thick. Indian corn was so 
Irozen that the greater part of it 
was cut down aud cured for fod- 
der. .\lmost every green thing 
was destroyed, both lu this country 
•tnd Europe. Farmers supplied 
themselves from the corn produced 
iu 1815 for the seed ot the spring 
of 1817. It sold at from $4 to $s 
^ler bushel. September furnished 
two weeks of the mildest weather 
of the season. Soon after the 
middle it become very cold and 
frosty and ice formed .a quarter of 
an inch thick. October produced 
more than its share of cold weather 
and ice abundantly. November 
was cold blustery. Enough snow 
fell to make good sleighing. The 
average price of flour in the Phila- 
delphia market during that year 
was $13 per barrel. — Ex.
